LETTER FROM MARIA W. CHAPMAN. 
Jhe following spitited letter was written in answer 
to an invitation to attend the late annual meeting of 
the Rhode Island Anti-Slavery Society. 
Boston, Noy. 4th, 1838.

ir friend—Your kind letter in behalf of the exee- 
ative committee of the Rhode Island Anti-Sla 
ting us to participate in the 
your anniversary, has been received.

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r th spirit : 


present May I briefly allude to a few topics 
of deep interest to our cherished cause, and which, ip 
the press of business of absolute necessity relating to 
its visible aspects, are less frequently dwelt upon, than 
their importance demands. 

When we were feeble and few, and before we had 
had opportunity in our associations to exercise the en- 
ergy and activity which create business, we were drawn 















together chiefly by sympathy and the desire to give and 
reevive encouragement, to commence the attack on an 


evil so great, that to have imagined its cxunction, was 
thought a sufficient evidence of monomania. There 
was then time for a full discussion of principles, and 2 
thorough examination and comparison of measures. 
Now the case is different. Having put many pieces of 
machinery in motion, there will naturally be a tendency 
to expend on these more time and energy than they 
actually need, and the discovery of other and even 
more powerful means may thus be prevented. There 
may exist, with some activity in the caus igno- 
rance of its great principles, with an absurd sensitive- 
ness regarding matters of detail. Many of our meas- 
ures are settled ; settled as our principles, ef which, in- 
deed, they form a part. Respecting other measures, 
on which there is not unanimity of opinion, I would 
that meetings expressly for their discussion might be 
multiplied, so that want of time might be no pretext for 
their exclusion. Even under our present arrange- 
ments, better that an hour should, in the judgment of 
many, be wasted, than that one man should endure the 
suppression of his thought. Why should we be guilty 
of deceit and meanness, by crying out, as if to a point 
of order, when the real wneasiness is, lest measures 
that are not our favorite ones, should be adopted ? 
The deep foundations of the Anti-Slavery cause are 
those on which the universe rests. They it is, that 


‘ 








preserve the stars from wrong ; 
And the most ancient heavens, thro’ these, are fresh 
and strong’ 

But there is a shallower and more technical anti-sla- 
very, which shrinks from acknowledging that it is 
bounded on every side by other moral considerations, 
and that there are many with which it is inseparably 
mingled, as the web withthe woof. When I have seen 
abolitionists shrink from the examination of any sub- 
ject bearing collaterally on the cause, or comprehended 
within its limits—when I have heard them contend that 
we should but waste time in defending freedom of dis- 
cussion ; or that a question as to the eligibility of wo- 
men, or of persons of culor, to membership and itsrights 
and duties, in our associations, was irrelevant: or that 
the admission of works of fiction, or the use of the 
products of slave labor should never be debated , or 
that the discussion of the practice of supporting our 
principles by fire and sword, should be silenced ; or that 
any of the numerous points in jurisprudence, theology 
or metaphysics which touch our cause, should be 
avoided—I have deemed J witnessed as unfortunate a 
movement as his would be, who, in projecting a rail- 
road through the land, should make a circuit at every 
intervening ebstacte. Not such should be the habit of 
soul, of those who would ‘make straight in the desert 
2 bigh-way for our God.” The enlarged soul and en- 
lightened intellect sees in the policy which shrinks {rom 
boundary questions, and withdraws the spiritual vision 
from ‘looking forward to the things which are before,’ 
no greater evidence of wisdum than he exhibits, who 
sunders the locomotive from the train. 

Our principles owe their'mighty power to this: that 
they are infinite, eternal, and unchangeabie ; the proper 
and only means of spiritual renewal to that part of us 
which is immortal. May we be so penetrated and en- 
lightened by them, that we shall shrink as from self- 
destruction, from the attempts men call on us to make, 
to destroy their essence, that they may have a nominal 
existence with the wealth and honors of a slaveholding 
republic in narrow and selfish hearts. While we labor 








diligently to occupy every inch of the temporal terri- 
tory of the cause, let us not forget that the high spirit 
ual ground, commands the low country. Let us en- 
trench on the hil!-top, nearest Heaven. 

We have talked much, and justly, if not effectually, 
in reprobation of the disgraceful conduct of clergymen, 
statesmen, and legislators. We have told them what, 
in our jndgment, they ought todo. The time has now 
come to tell them what we will do. Jf each member of 
your meeting should become pledged TO-DAY, to rote 
for NO MAN to fill any whois not AN ABOLI-

The public mind has manifested great indifference 
to the subject of slavery for the last half centary, unti} 
quite recently. This seems the more strange for the 
reason, that during the same period public attention 
/ bas been aroused, in an uncominon degree, to the con- 
sideration of kindred subjects. Benevolent enterprise 
has been rife in almost every direction, and it strikes 





non-slarcholding states ; 7egarding it as a matter which, 
under our peculiar ferm of government, belongs exclu- 
sively tothe States in which it exists, to be managed 
according to their views of sincerity, justice, and right.

The nation 
enacts laws to suit its pride, avarice, lust, am- 
| bition and hatred—its sanguinary, wolfish tem- 
| per; and then holds over men the fear of death 
‘to compel obedience. Never had the statute 
| books of nations been defiled with such iniqui- 
| tous laws, but for this avenging power. Consult 
| the legislation of this nation, and of the early 
colonies respecting the aborigines. It is a 
tissue of fraud, injustice, grasping avarice, spir- 
itual pride, deceit, inhumanity, cruelty and re- 
venge. Could this legislation ever have dis- 
graced the history of a professedly christian 
people, but for their penal power and pena! es-" 
|tablishment? ‘The slave code of this nation— 
a code, it would seem, that none but fiends could 
ever have devised-—a code which the radest sav- 
ages on earth would disown, and which is, in 
spirit, principle, and letter, well befitting pande- 
menium—what could ever have produced it, 
but the avenging power of the nation?

He never, by precept or ex- 
ample, taught men to prevent or conquer evil- 
doers by brute force, by physical pains and 
penalties, by inflicting pain and death on them; 
but by love, kindness, long-suffering, by stffer- 
ing and dying ourselves. 

Bat the nation in its fierce wrath, as if it fat- 
tened on blood, cries out, ‘ Kill, slay and de- 
stroy’ all who threaten or attempt any injury to 
you. An avenging power in the hand of man! 
The power of life and death over man, ir the 
hands of men by right! Especially in the 
hand of a_ soulless, heartless, irresponsible 
monster, called a nation! The thought is re- 
plete with horror! It draws around the earth 
the pall of death! Slaughtered millions come 
forth from their tombs of blood to protest 
against it. 

The American nation is a munpeser. It de- 
liberately claims the right to ‘kill, slay and de- 
stroy ;’ and in the exercise of that right, cuts 
its way to glory, through the very bowels of 
humanity. It tramples on every human right, 
and hurls defiance at high heaven. The mon-

This is 
the received definition of human government, as 
respects public law, or the intercourse of na- 
tions with nations; arid it is no less true, as all 


courts, show, respecting municipal law, or 
government, as it relates to the internal domes- 
tic affairs of nations. All systems of human 
covernment, as now constituted, are based on 
the passions and practices of nen, as_ they are 
and have heen, not as they ought to be. ITu- 
man government, as now defined and under- 
stood, is merely a creature of circumstances, not 
of moral principle; a deformed and savage 
whelp of Expediency, not the benignant, ener- 
getic, heaven-born child of Duty; a mere hu- 
man expedient, not to save men from their sins

By human government is meant, a govern- 
ment whose Zaws, regulating actions, and defin- 
ing the boundary between right and: wrong, and 
whose penadlties, are adjusted and executed by 
men ; a government, whose legislative, judicial 
and avenging powers, are all in the hands of 
men; a government embodying merely the will 
of man.* 

In looking over Edmund Burke's speech on 
the trial of Warren Hastings, I find the follow- 
ing sentiments, directly ging to show the guilt 
of nations in marking out the moral world by 
latitude and longitude : 

‘ These gentlemen, (Hastings and his associates in 
crime) have formed a plan of geographical morality, by 
which the duties of men, in public and private situa- 
tions, are not to be governed by their relation to the 
great governor of the universe, or by their relation to 
mankind, but by climates, degrees, longitude, parallels, 
not of life, but of latitude ; as if, when you have eross. 
ed the Equinoctial, all the virtues die, as they say 
some insects die when they cross the line.

It is very easy to make charges; but not always so 
easy to sustain them. Pray, sir, wherein is my reso- 
lution absurd? Wherein a misrepresentation? I 
spoke of your non-government principle on’y. And 
would not the removal of governmental restraint let 
loose the blood-hounds of human depravity upon socie- 
ty? And isa principle that inculcates the removal of 
this restraint, and, consequently, the unshackling of 
those incarnate devils, a pacific principle?
